STATEMENT OF POLICY 


Mail Society 
Cleveland, on 


The American Air 
at Convention in 


Aug. 30th, after full and frank dis- 
cussion adopted the following 
amendment of its statement of 
Policy. 

“Tt will recognize covers how- 
ever which in any way have an 


that all. 


authentic or legitimate aeronaut- 
ical connection. In this class as 
an example could be mentioned 
those covers which were flown over 
an established route or to an au- 
thorized terminal on such route on 
the occasion of a municipal airport 
dedication or event of similar im- 
portance or character. 

We recognize that this type of 
cover in its purest sense is not air 
mail in the same sense that govern- 
ment authorized flights are so con- 
sidered. 

In so stating, we re-affirm the 
right of every collector to choose 
what he wishes to collect, at the 
same time expressing the belief 
that the official covers will always 
maintain higher rank than the un- 
official covers.” 

To the editor of this column this 
seems like a fair statement and 
vet we believe that there are many 
who are interested in the unofficial 
covers and who collect them for 
the pleasure of possession and in- 
terest at the moment, rather than 
with the idea of the future finan- 
cial worth of such covers. 


We cannot see where they will 
have any great future value but 
as the cost is small we know that 
many and particularly our junior 
collectors obtain great pleasure 
from this part of the hobby; and 
this column desires to print such 
information as will be of interest 
to all of its readers. 

On the other hand if the sub- 
seribers are not interested in Tours, 
Meets, Air Shows, Anniversaries of 
Routes and Airports, we will be 
glad to omit them and give some- 
thing of more importance. 

We do feel that all events of 
purely local interest; those where 
cachets are not sponsored by some 
civie group and covers for which a 
charge is made for cachet should 
be omitted. 

We will be glad to hear from all 
collectors on this subject before 
changing in any way the Policy of 
this Column.

service is available.

East to West Trans- Atlantic: 

On Aug. 27th, Capt. Von Gronau 
and three companions completed 
this flight by way of Faroe Is., Ice- 
land, Greenland, Labrador, Nova 
Scotia to New York. They used 
the seven year old Dornier Wal 
plane which Amundsen hoped to 
fly to the North Pole in 1925, which 
had been equipped with two new 
engines. These aviators report 
that they did not encounter on this 
route the strong head-winds usual 
on east to west crossings and in- 
cidentally carried the first air mail 
from Greenland and Iceland to New 
York. 

United States to Alaska: 

The convention of the National 
Aeronautic Association adopted
